DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 3, 1 5-30, 32-49, 51 -58, and 60-66 are allowed over the prior art of 
record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to teach a method system and non transitory 

computer readable medium for detecting the presence of a signal in a frequency 
translating repeater for use in a wireless network, comprising establishing a first and 
second threshold associated with a first and second frequency channel, monitoring the 
first and second frequency channels to detect a signal, qualifying, if a signal is detected, 
to determine whether the signal is wanted or not, measuring an elapsed time associated 
with the signal if it is a wanted signal, an refining one of a first or second criteria based 
upon a threshold event, wherein the first criteria is refined if the threshold event is the 
elapsed time grater than a min value, and the second criteria is refined if the threshold 
event is elapsed time being not greater than the min value, as substantially described in 
independent claims 1, 17, 18, 34, 42, 48, 53, 54, 57, 62, and 63. These limitations, in 
combination with the remaining limitations of claims 1, 17, 18, 34, 42, 48, 53, 54, 57, 62, 
and 63, are not taught nor suggested by the prior art of record. The remaining claims 
are dependent from these claims and are therefore allowed for the same reasons.
